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The Applicant's arguments would require further consideration. The Examiner would like to point out that the Finality of the previous 
Office action was necessitated by the previous amendment to claim 1. While the Examiner had stated in the non-final action that claim 4 
(now cancelled) contained allowable subject matter, the Applicant did not amend claim 1 accordingly to include the specific limitation of 
claim 4. The Applicant chose to add a "logic gate" limitation to claim 1, which is similar to subject matter found in claim 3 (now 
cancelled) that the Examiner had rejected in the non-final Office action. 
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
